U.S. Debt Limit Pivotal, 
Many Americans Say 



President Barack Obama and many Republicans agree with some economists’ 
warnings that failure to raise the debt ceiling would risk wounding the economy. 


Poll: Majority believe 
economy is at risk if 
ceiling is not raised 

Washington 

Most Americans think jarring eco- 
nomic problems will erupt if law- 
makers fail to increase the govern- 
ment’s borrowing limit. Yet they’re 
torn over how or even whether to 
raise it, leaning toward Republican 
demands that any boost be accom- 
panied by spending cuts. 

According to an Associated 
Press-GfK poll, 53 percent say that 
if the debt limit is not extended 
and the U.S. defaults, the country 
will face a major economic crisis. 
An additional 27 percent say such 
a crisis would be somewhat like- 


ly, while just 17 percent largely dis- 
miss the prospects of such damage. 

The poll’s findings echo many 
economists’ warnings that fail- 
ure to raise the debt ceiling and 
the resulting, unprecedented fed- 


eral default would risk wounding 
the world economy because many 
interest rates are pegged to the 
trustworthiness of the U.S. to pay 
its debts. President Barack Obama 
and many Republicans agree with

Boeing 787s Grounded Globally 


Backstory 

The 787 is the first airliner to make extensive use of lithium-ion batteries to 
help power its energy-hungry electrical systems. The batteries charge faster and 
can be better molded to space-saving shapes compared with other airplane bat- 
teries. “Unfortunately, what Boeing did to save weight is use the same batteries 
that are in the electric cars, and they are running into the same problems with the 
787 as the problems that have shown up in electric cars," said Paul Czysz, profes-

Lithium batteries that can leak 
corrosive fluid and start fires have 
emerged as the chief safety concern 
involving Boeing’s 787 Dreamlin- 
er, a problem that apparently is far 
more serious than government or 
company officials acknowledged 
less than a week ago. 

After two battery failures in 
only 10 days, the Federal Aviation 
Administration late Wednesday 
grounded Boeing’s newest and 
most technologically advanced jet- 
liner until the risk of battery fires 
is resolved. The order applies only 
to the six Dreamliners operated by 
United Airlines, the lone U.S. car- 
rier with 787s. Other airlines and 


civil aviation authorities in other 
countries quickly followed suit. 

Japan’s two largest air carriers 
voluntarily grounded their 787s 
on Wednesday. On Thursday, the 
European Aviation Safety Agen- 
cy ordered all European carriers 
to ground the jetliner. The Indian 
government ordered Air India to 


ground its fleet of six Boeing 787s, 
and Ethiopian Airlines grounded 
its four 787s “for precautionary 
inspection.” 

Jim McNerney, Boeing’s chair- 
man, president and CEO, said the 
company is working to resolve the 
situation as quickly as possible.

Pauline Phillips wrote under the name Abigail

Her column competed for decades with the ad- 
vice of Ann Landers, written by her twin sister, 
Esther Friedman Lederer, who died in 2002. 

Their relationship was stormy in their early adult years, but they later regained 
the closeness they had growing up in Sioux City, Iowa. Ann Landers responded to 
questioners with homey, detailed advice. Abby’s replies were often flippant one- 
liners. In one exchange, a wife inquired about the cure for a long-married man who 
couldn’t keep awayfrom other women. Abby shot back: “Rigor mortis." (ap)

Hostage Crisis 
Ends in Algeria 


Nation swiftly ends standoff with 
militants, but casualties are unclear 


Algiers, Algeria 

Algerian helicopters and spe- 
cial forces stormed a gas plant in 
the stony plains of the Sahara on 
Thursday to wipe out Islamist mil- 
itants and free hostages from at 
least 10 countries. Chaos ensued, 
leaving the fate of the fighters and 
many of the captives uncertain. 

Dueling claims from the mil- 
itary and the militants muddied 
the world’s understanding of an 
event that angered Western leaders, 


raised world oil prices and compli- 
cated the French-led internation- 
al military operation in neighbor- 
ing Mali. 

At least six people, and perhaps 
many more, were killed — Britons,

Filipinos and Algerians. The fate of 
the unspecified American hostages 
was unclear. Terrorized hostages 
from Ireland and Norway trickled 
out of the Ain Amenas plant, fam- 
ilies urging them never to return. 

Algeria’s government shrugged 
aside foreign offers of help and 
drove ahead alone. 

With the hostage drama enter- 
ing its second day Thursday, Alge- 
rian forces moved in, according to 
diplomats and an Algerian official. 
The government said it was forced 
to intervene because the militants 
were being stubborn and wanted 
to flee with the hostages.

Why Algeria? 

Algeria has given birth to most 
of the hardened Islamist militants.

based al-Qaeda offshoot known 
as the Masked Brigade — suf- 
fered losses in Thursday’s military 
assault, but succeeded in garner- 
ing a global audience. 

Even violence-scarred Algeri- 
ans were stunned by the brazen 
hostage-taking Wednesday, the 
biggest in northern Africa in years 
and the first to include Americans 
as targets. 

Algeria’s official news service 
claimed that 600 local workers 
were freed in the raid and half of 
the foreigners held were rescued. 
Many of those locals were report- 
edly released Wednesday, howev- 
er, by the militants themselves. 

Casualty figures in the Algerian 
standoff varied widely. The remote 
location is extremely hard to reach. 

France has encountered fierce 
resistance from extremist groups in 
Mali since launching air raids last 
Friday in an effort to stop a rebel 
advance. The Algeria raid could 
push other partners to act more 
decisively in Mali but could scare 
away those who are wary of invit- 
ing terrorist attacks back home.

Floods Swamp Indonesian Capital 


Jakarta, Indonesia 

Indonesia’s army deployed boats 
in the capital’s business district 
Thursday to rescue people trapped 
in floods that inundated much of 
the city. President Susilo Bambang 
Yudhoyono stood in water up to his 
shins — his trousers rolled up — at 
the palace waiting for the arrival 
of Argentine President Christina 
Kirchner on a state visit. 

The floods were the most wide- 
spread to hit Jakarta in recent 


memory. Authorities said at least 
four people were killed and 20,000 
evacuated. Many more homes were 
inundated following around five 
hours of heavy overnight rain that 
coursed through rivers already 
swollen by a long monsoon season. 

Few areas were spared. Offic- 
es and schools were deserted and 
traffic ground to a halt in the city. 

“This is horrible,” said Yanitha 
Damayanti, stranded downtown. 
“For the first time in my life, down- 
town Jakarta has flooded.” (ap)

Chancellor Kaya Henderson 
announced Thursday that she has 
decided to shutter 15 D.C. schools 
for low enrollment, five fewer than 
she initially proposed for closure 
in a plan put forth last year. 

Among the schools to remain 
open are Garrison Elementary and 
Francis-Stevens Education Cam- 
pus, two Northwest Washington 
schools where parents had mount- 
ed vigorous campaigns against

Not once but twice after he sup- 
posedly discovered his online girl- 
friend of three years never even 
existed, Notre Dame All-American 
linebacker Manti Te’o perpetuat- 
ed the heartbreaking story about 
her death. 

An Associated Press review of 
news coverage found that the Heis- 
man Trophy runner-up talked about 
his doomed love in a Web interview 
on Dec. 8 and again in a newspa- 
per interview published Dec. 11. He 
and the university said Wednesday 
that he learned on Dec. 6 that it was 
all a hoax, that not only wasn’t she 
dead, she wasn’t real. 

On Thursday, a day after Te’o’s 
inspiring, playing-through-heart- 
ache story was exposed as a bizarre 
lie, Te’o and Notre Dame faced 
questions from sports writers and 
fans about whether he really was 


Meanwhile... 

Here’s the real story: Manti 
Te’o’s stock in the NFL Draft al- 
ready was sinking. Blame his per- 
formance in the BCS title game, 
not any hoax or conspiracy. Still, 
the uncertainty surrounding Notre 
Dame’s All-American linebacker 
could further hurt his draft stock, 
NFL Draft consultant Gil Brandt 
said.

says. “So that’s perfect.” 

Basements often include perks 
that above-ground apartment units 
may lack, says Jason Mann, 30, a 
magazine production editor who 
lives in a 920-square-foot, two- 
bedroom English basement in a 
Dupont Circle rowhouse. 

“It’s nice to have everything: a 
washer and dryer, a wood-burning 
fireplace, patio,” he says. “You don’t 
find that in other units.”

Debbie Kaplan, chief operating 
officer of the apartment-finding 
service Urban Igloo (Urbanigloo 
.com), says English basements are 
generally more affordable because 
they don’t have as much light and 
have lower ceilings. 

Yanowitz says the dollars and 
cents just make sense, especially 
for young people. 

“It’s dramatically less than other 
one-bedrooms I’ve found in D.C.,” 
he says. “Eor example, in Columbia 
Heights, the apartments up the road 
are much smaller — about half the 
size — and nearly double the price.” 

Another upside to downstairs 
living: the unique combination of 
the privacy of a self-sufficient unit 
plus a social life that’s just a stair- 
case away. 

Adrian Dungan, 29, and fian- 
cee Nicole Aga, 28, have a pretty 
sweet — if slightly unusual — set- 


up. They own a four-story rowhouse 
in Columbia Heights and choose to 
live in the renovated basement and 
rent out the house above it, rather 
than the other way around. 

This way, the couple can fill the 
rooms of their home with renters 
and still have their own privacy. 

“One of the prerequisites was 
having our own space, not living 
in the group house,” says Dun- 
gan, an economist and real-estate 
agent. “Having our own kitchen 
was huge.” 

The couple also enjoy climb- 
ing a ladder from their basement 
digs to socialize with their rent- 
ers upstairs. 

“We kind of have the best of both 
worlds,” says Aga, a middle school 
teacher. “We can be on our own, but 
if you’re bored, there’s a bunch of 
people upstairs to hang out with.” 

Of course, there is a dark side 
to English basement living. 


Yanowitz will readily admit 
that the lack of sunlight can make 
underground living pretty dreary. 

“I wouldn’t suggest it to some- 
one suffering from Seasonal Affec- 
tive Disorder,” he says. 

Basements also aren’t necessar- 
ily for lovers of warmth. 

“It’s cold year-round,” Mann 
says. “In the summer, it’s beneficial 
because people will say they’ve had 
the AC running nonstop and I’ll say 
I haven’t even turned mine on yet. 
But my electric bill spikes quite a 
lot in the winter.” 

Elooding is another potential 
issue. “[In the past] the apart- 
ment’s flooded because the drain 
in the street was clogged,” Mann 
says. “So we just check to make 
sure that the drain isn’t clogged 
and we don’t have any problems.” 

Urban Igloo’s Kaplan says 
cleaning the drain outside the 
basement is typically the renter’s 


Going Under 

Before leasing a basement 
apartment, do your research, says 
Urban Igloo’s Debbie Kaplan. “Do not 
underestimate the power of asking 
the right questions before the lease 
is signed." 

» Make sure there is a separate 
basement entrance so you’re not 
walking through someone else’s 
home to get to yours. 
w Ensure thatthe kitchen and 
washer/dryer are not shared with 
upstairs residents. 

» Ask upstairs residents to walk 
above you to hear what it sounds like 
in the basement. 

» Ensure there is some type of 
security (locks on doors and/or a 
security system). 

» Look for a good drain with a 
covered grate outside of the 
apartment. Withoutthis, you could 
be in for some flooding. 
w Ask about flooding history and 
avoid basements that have flooded 
several times. 

» Ask if the landlord has a sump 
pump, which is used to suction 
water if a basement floods. And ask 
if there’s a sump-pump backup 
system if the electricity goes out. 

» Don’t sign a lease if mold is 
present. 

» Find out which common areas and 
outdoor spaces are shared or 
off-limits. 

» Make sure the basement complies 
with codes set by D.C.’s Department 
of Consumer and Regulatory Affairs, 
available at Dcra.dc.gov. 

» Make sure the landlord has a 
Basic Business License from DCRA, 
making it legal for them to rent. r.k. 


responsibility. 

Low ceiling heights — often 
7 feet or less — can be constrain- 
ing at times. “I can’t get too excited 
during a sporting event,” Dungan 
says. “I’ve jumped up off the couch 
and then my hand went straight 
into the ceiling.” 

All in all, most underground 
dwellers have reached a common 
ground. 


To brighten 
things up, experts 
suggest renters 
buy lots of lamps 
and mirrors. A 
dehumidifier is 
also a good thing 
to have since 
the dampness 
and humidity 
in basements 
can lead to mold 
growth. 


“If you’re looking for places more 
affordable and private, I would def- 
initely take advantage of the fact 
that you’re going to pay less, and 
you get a big place,” Yanowitz says. 

Mann recommends English 
basements for college grads mov- 
ing to D.C.: “It’s just a great option 
for young professionals as they’re 
getting set up in the city.” 

One last note: English base- 
ments are perfect for people afraid 
of heights. “I like to stay as close 
to the ground as possible,” Yanow- 
itz says.

She was quite the hoarder, 
so you can still enjoy Wilsons bath mat, 
kangaroo-skin coat and baseball 
signed by Britain’s King George V. And, 
the area’s most reviled presidential 
monument is a tribute to Wilson. The 
original Wilson Bridge, demolished in 
2006, was a well-intended failure on par 
with you-know-who’s League of Nations.

commemorative Obama inaugural 
SmarTrips aren’t just keepsakes. 
They’re a really good deal, and it’s 
worth considering buying one this 
weekend (see box at left), even if you 
plan to be as far away from the swear- 
ing-in as possible. 

The $15 cards, featuring the 
44th president with a huge grin on his 
face, don’t qualify for the $3 rebate. 
But they come loaded with a $14 one- 
day pass that you can use any day, plus 
you can flash them at bus drivers for 
unlimited travel Monday. 

Considering that Metro will be a 
massive sardine tin on Inauguration 
Day, you’re probably better off hitch- 
ing a lift on a bus anyway. (If you’re 
no good at remembering routes, keep 
in mind that buses headed toward the 
action Monday will have signs in their 
windshields.) 

So, let’s say you take the bus round- 
trip somewhere Monday. That’s $3.20 
right there. Find a day when you’re run- 
ning all over the map, and you’ll take 
advantage of that one-day pass. Add it 
up, and you’re riding on Metro’s dime. 

And, just like an Obama inaugu- 
ration, that may never happen again. 
(Maybe we’ll see you in four years, 
Michelle?) 


I’ll leave those questions to the folks 
who will be sitting on the Capitol steps 
Monday. But I have a couple of sugges- 
tions that can help your personal trans- 
portation budget. 

For starters, if you 
buy a SmarTrip card, 
register the gosh-darned 
thing and get your $3 
rebate. The one-time 



The Washington Post 
reported Monday that of the 352,000 
SmarTrip cards sold during the past 
four months of 2012, just 67,112 rebates 
had been issued as of Jan. 4. A good 
chunk of those cards were probably 
snapped up by travelers who weren’t 
around to claim their rebate, which 
pops up as a credit on your card five 
days later. And maybe some people are 
donating the cash to Metro in hopes 
of wrapping up the unending week- 
end track work. (Good luck with that.) 


But there have to be some folks who 
just never got around to registering 
and claiming the rebate.

Don’t Want to Go? 

If your Monday plans don’t involve standing outside in the cold for many hours, avoid downtown altogether. But 
if you can’t — like, say you’re not a federal employee, and your boss expects you to show up at work on the Martin 
Luther King Jr. holiday — leave yourself plenty of time. See if you can come in late, because you probably will be 
no matter when you leave (and no matter which mode of transportation you use to get there). Work outside of 
the city? Reverse commuters should have an easier time getting around, but heavy traffic is expected across 
the region. And suburban malls might not be such a great alternative to the National Mall. With so many people 
off work and holiday weekend sales in effect, Tysons Corner could feel extra-crowded, too. (express) 


A Getting-There 
Guide to the Big Day 


The inauguration will require 
road and bridge closures in and 
around the District. Metro is 
planning extended rail service 
and preparing bus-service 
changes. The Martin Luther King 
Jr. holiday means that many 
transit systems will run limited 
schedules or offer no service 
at all. You’ll probably need a 
combination of these tools to see 
the president sworn in Monday. 


On Metro 

This is likely to be the most-crowded option, so give yourself 
extra time and wait for the next train if you can’t wedge 
yourself inside the first one that comes along. Smithsonian, 
Archives and Mount Vernon Square stops will be closed. 
Yellow Line trains will run only as far north as the Gallery 
Place-Chinatown station. 

The details: 4 a.m. to 2 a.m. with rush-hour service 4 a.m. to 
9 p.m. (no Rush Plus). You'Ll pay weekday peak fares until 9 p.m.

Metrobus will run weekday rush-hour service in the morning and early 
rush-hour service in the afternoon, with many bus routes detouring around 
downtown.

Much like his small role in last 
year’s “The Expendables 2,” he 
is not exactly pushing himself 
here. Korean director Kim Jee- 
woon’s American filmmaking 
debut turns out to be an extremely 
Schwarzeneggerish Schwarzenegger 
film, full of big, violent set pieces 
and broad comedy. He may look a

I walked into Michael Haneke’s “Amour” expecting to walk out an emotional 
wreck. The film — which screened in D.C. last week and, probably thanks 
to its Oscar nominations for Best Picture and Best Foreign Film, expands 
to more screens this week — is about an elderly couple, Georges and Anne 
(Jean-Louis Trintignant and best-actress nominee Emmanuelle Riva), and 
what they endure after she has a stroke.

Watching Anne as she goes from 
needing Georges’ help to use 
the bathroom to needing him 
to feed herself to needing him 
for everything is obviously not a 
fun journey, for them or for the 
audience. When I left, though, I 
found myself strangely reassured. 

So many romantic movies end 
with a wedding, it’s easy not to 
think about what “till death do us 
part” actually looks like. “Amour” 
makes it clear that Georges and 
Anne had a long, happy life 
together, but it’s one of the few 
movies that show what happens 
at the end of that life. When’s the 
last time you saw a romantic movie 
in which one member of a couple 
changed the other’s diaper?

In the movies, old people are 
always old and never die. Well, 
they might die, but it’s usually 
in their sleep, with someone 


discovering them in the morning; 
or it’s in the hospital, where a 
machine goes “beeeeeeeeeeep” 
to signal the end; or it’s offscreen, 
when the film cuts from Grandma 
imparting wisdom right to 
Grandma’s funeral. In “Amour,” 
death is hard; it’s slow and it’s 
painful and it’s scary. 

Anne had Georges there the 
entire time, holding her hand and 
putting peach juice in her oatmeal 
to make it taste a little better. 
Anne’s slow slide into death is a 
reminder of what will probably 
happen to all of us (so few of us 
are lucky enough to go quickly), 
but Georges is there to give us hope 
that, when our own romance must 
end, we won’t be alone. 


Film Review 

The horror film “Mama” opens with 
a brief prologue that gives way too 
much away. Jeff (Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau) murders his wife and takes 
his two little girls to the woods, 
where he plans to kill them. But he 
is dispatched by a ghostlike entity. 

Five years on, the girls are found, 
filthy and feral. They’re taken in by 
Jeffs brother (Coster-Waldau again) 
and his girlfriend (Jessica Chastain, 
above).

A Dizzy Dose of Double-Crosses 


Broken City (R)

Film Review 

It should come as no surprise that 
every character in a movie with the 
title “Broken City” is either rotten 


to the core, or a liar, or a schem- 
er, or the bearer of seriously dam- 
aging secrets. What is surprising 
is that these characters never feel 
like real people, despite a series of 
twists that should, in theory, reveal 
hidden, unexpected facets of their 
personalities. 

At the center of this dizzying set 
of double-crosses is Mark Wahlberg 
as Billy Taggart, a former New York

police detective who got kicked 
off the force after a questionable 
shooting. Seven years later, Billy 
is barely getting by as a Brooklyn 
private eye. 

Then one day, the mayor (Rus- 
sell Crowe), who’d always been on 
Billy’s side, hires Billy to investi- 
gate whether his wife (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones) is having an affair. He’s 
up for re-election in a week and 


doesn’t want to lose to a young, 
well-financed challenger (Barry 
Pepper) over revelations that he’s 
being cuckolded. But Billy’s dig- 
ging leads to further revelations 
involving the mayor’s rival, the 
rival’s campaign manager (Kyle 
Chandler), the police commissioner 
Qeffrey Wright) and some wealthy, 
well-connected land developers. 

Everything is simultaneously 
too complicated and overly spelled 
out. In the end, “Broken City” is yet 
another forgettable piece of pulp.

We blew up a couple of eggs before 
eventually poking it — and it really 
worked. 

How do you choose which hints 
make the column? 

First, we check how long it’s been 
since we printed something similar. 
Second, I ask myself if I think the 
majority of readers will want to 
read this. And, third, I make sure 
it’s safe. 

What makes you a good fit 
to play the role of Heloise? 

I have an inquisitive mind, and I 
think I’d rather know a little bit 
about a lot of things than a lot 
about one thing.
